The execution of this undertaking, which was projected, 
and carried on, by the Sieur Le Rat, I had greatly at heart · 
Not without real ſorrow, therefore, did I at length diſcover-

Mr. Seymour, in conſequence of having received ſuch ſig.

It is by theſe doſes, which I delivered ſucceſſively to him 
for ſale, and by my directions, which he invariably followed, 
that Mr, Seymour, for eleven months, accompliſhed the great- 
eſt number of the aſtoniſhing cures mentioned in his pamphlet. 
Without diſpute, therefore, I have a right to claim the merit 
of them; as Mr. Seymour himſelf acknowledges them to 
have been the effect of the PoupRE Unique; aud as, by 
comparing the dates of thoſe proofs of his ſucceſs, they evi- 
dently correſpond with the different periods at which I fur- 
niſhed him with the above-mentioned doſes.

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Have I not a right to claim the honour of theſe other eighty. 
ſeven cures {till ; inconteſtably as they anſwer to the doſes 
of the Pouprt Uxtqnt with which I ſupplied Mr. Seymour, 
previous to my departure for Paris ? 


If in reality, according to the firſt and ſecond liſts, he per. 
formed One Hundred and Fifteen cures with the One Thouſand 
Seven Hundred and Twenty-five diſes, which I delivered to him 
from September, 1771, to July 1772; is it not more than a moral 
_ certainty, that the Two Thouſand and Five Hundred drſes which 
he received from me toward the cloſe of the month of Auguſt, 
1772, were more than ſufficient to eſtabliſh the Eighty Seven 
cures, of which he fo highly vaunts, from September, 1772, 
to December, 1773? And when it is thus proved, that, till

Yet, while he publicly acknowledges, that in the courſe 
of twenty-ſeven, or twenty-eight months, in which he had 
adminiſtered it, it effected at leaſt Two Hundred extraordinary 
cures, not to mention ſome hundred others, which are to be 
found in his journal ( /#leFed from among ſeveral hundreds,” 
as he himſelf expreſs it, p. 53.) he has never once given 


If Mr. Seymour was at all acquainted with the compoſition of the Po u-

For taking a COURSE of the 


POUDRE UNIQUE. 


TI E quantity in one paper is the proper doſe for a grown 
perſon, or any one above fifteen years old, except of the 
molt weak or delicate conſtitution ; in which cafe two thirds, 
or even the half of a paper may be ſufficient. The uſual 
doſe for a child from one to three years old, is a quarter of a 
paper; from three to fix, one third; from ſix to nine, the 
half; from nine to twelve, two thirds ; and from twelve to 


fitzeen, three parts in four of a paper. 


In general, the doſe ought to be taken in a morning faſting, 
in lefs than half a tea-ſpoonful of honey, drinking a tumbler 
glaſstul of cold water immediately after it. In an hour after 
it is taken, the patient is to drink three parts, or a whole 
pint baſon- full of warm broth, without fat; or the like quan- 
tity of gruel ; or any ſort of tea, except green, which is pre- 
judicial to the nerves; and in another hour after, a ſecond 
baſon of the like, or of ſtronger broth, with or without 
bread, as molt agreeable : after the lait baſon, the patient 
may eat as ſoon as he pleaſes. The diet ſhould, in the days 
of taking, be of eaſy digeſtion ; moderate ſeaſonings are not 
improper, avoiding, however, eſpecially on the days of taking 
the Powder, ſtrong liquors, vinegar, and other acids, cheeſe, 
meats or fiſh that have been long ſalted ; and in diforders 
where a continuance of the Medicine for a length of time is 
neceſſary, the greater abſtinence with reſpect to theſe arti- 
cies the better. 


The 
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The Powder is moſt conveniently mixed with a knife, upon 
the paper wherein it is encloſed : it may likewiſe be taken in 
any fort of jelly, thick ſyrup, or roaſted apple. Where the 
patient cannot take it m either of theſe ways, it may, after 
being mixed in honey, and at any hour of the day or night, 
be taken diluted with about half a ſpoonful of water; which 
method of giving it, has happily ſucceeded on ſome extraor- 
dinary occaſions, as is to be ſeen among the cafes, 


If the patient ſhould be ſick after the doſe is taken, a ſpoon- 
ful or two -of cold water drunk occaſionally, will for the 
moſt part afford relief - but if that ſhould not be attended 
with ſucceſs, going out into the air, or drinking half a pint 
of mild porter or ale, or ſome white wine and water, ſcarce 
ever fails to remove the ſickneſs, which is a ſure ſymptom of 
acidity or bile exiſting in the ſtomach, Even in caſes where 
the Powder has been vomited up within an hour after being 
taken, it has nevertheleſs proved ſucceſsful, 


The Powder no doubt has the moſt agreeable and beſt effect, 
where it occaſions no ſickneſs; and operates, as it moſt com- 
monly does, ſix or ſeven times by ſtool on the days of taking; 
and when the body afterwards continues moderately open, 
attended with a free diſcharge of urine, the cures are ſoon- 
eſt effected. On the contrary, if it does not operate five or 
ſix times on the days of taking, and the patient has not a lax- 
ative ſtool or two every day between the doſes, they mult be 
procured by taking a ſunple clyſter, a little manna, or a few 
„ Epſom and other ſalts, diluted in tea, are indeed 
the ofly ſhop- drugs which ought to be made uſe of during the 
operation of the PouDRE Unique, The above precaution is 
more par ſſcdlarly to be attended to during the firſt and ſecond 
-doſe, as, during the third and fourth, it is ſeldom neceſſary. 


The 
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The operation is generally not only in the moſt kindly man- 
ner by ſtool and urine, but chiefly by inſenſible perſpiration, 
and without danger of catching cold. On the contrary, a 
{ingle doſe is ſufficient to cure a recent cold, and often with- 
in the ſpace of twenty-four hours after taking the medicine, 
It alſo moſt readily removes the bad conſequences of ſuch ac. 
cidents when they have been neglected, fo that there is no 
confinement required even on the day it is taken, eſpecially 
after the free operation by ſtool is over, which is frequently 
in a few hours. In the coldelt weather, while the body keeps 
open, notwithſtanding there may be a raſh, or other erup- 
tion on the ſkin, exerciſe, being found by repeated experience 
to be both ſafe and uſeful, is therefore recommended, either 
in a carriage, on horſeback, or on foot; as is allo the motion 
excited by friction on parts diſabled, or in a paraiytic ſtate, 


The general rule for repeating the Powger is founded on 
the nature of its effects, which have already been explained 
in the account of its properties; and agreeably thereto, the 
diſtances to be obſerved between each doſe, are as follow: 


A ſecond doſe is to be taken at the end of a week from the 
firſt; a third, at the end of the next fortnight ; and afourth, at 
the end of three weeks more; which Four Dosts make up 
ONE REGULAR COURSE, ' 


Though this medicine is commonly taken to the beſt ad- 
vantage at thoſe diſtances, yet, if the firſt doſe does not ope- 
rate ſufficiently by ſtool, a ſecond ſhould not be taken till the 
end of a fortnight, in which caſe the doſe is to be continued 
at that diſtance to the end of the Courle ; after which, it is 
adviſeable to repeat it once in three weeks or a month, or.even 
at greater diſtances, till the Cure is completed. As the ins 
tervals between the doſes are at all times ſo conſiderable, it 
ſhould in general be obſerved, that the good effects of the 
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Powder are more perceptible when it is taken in the full doſe, 
but more eſpecially when the diſtances become ſo great. 


In ſome conftitutions, the Powder, when taken in a morn- 
ing, does not operate by ſtool in leſs than five or ſix hours or 
more. To remedy that inconvenience, the patient may af. 
terwards by ſupping early, take the doſe at bed-time, drinking 
the uſual quantity of water only after it, having in readineſs 
ſome water by the bed- ſide, in caſe it ſhould be wanted. By 
taking the medicine in this manner, it is generally ſtill longer 
before it produces the effect by ſtool ; there is rarely any fick- 
neſs or diſturbance in the night; and it may quite as well be 
worked off in the morning with broth, tea, gruel, &c. with. 
out hindrance of bafinels, 


When the Powders are made uſe of for the Ague (wherein 
it never fails of a cure), the doſe muſt be taken half an hour 
betore the fit comes on, 


It is alſo neceſſary, in Venereal diforders, to take one Pow. 
der every fifth day, allowing four days to intervene be- 


iween, 


The particular diforders which require a Courſe of the 
Powder, are as follow: 


The Jaundice, Old Ulcers, 

The Scurvy, . The Milk Fever, 
The Itch, The Apoplexy, 
The Eryſipelas, The Pally, 

The Pleuriſy, The Gout, 

The Bloody Flux, The Leproſy; 
The Fiſtula, The Sciatic, 


The Rheumatiſm, 
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E. VERY Diſtemper which is not mentioned in theſe par- 
ticular Directions, ought to be treated according to the Gene- 
ral Directions, and be ſubjected to a Courſe of Four Doſes. 


In general, ten or twelve doſes are ſufficient to cure the 
moſt obſtinate, and the moſt complicated VENEREAL 
DISEASE. In ſuch cafes, the Powder ought to be taken 
every fifth day, leaving an interval of four days from one doſe 
to the other. If, during that interval, it ſhould not operate 
by ſtool, and the body ſhould not be laxative, a clyſter, a lit- 
tle manna, or a few ſalts, are neceſſary, as explained in the 
General Directions; but this ought never to be practiſed un- 
leſs in the intervals, and by no means on thoſe days in which

At Michaelmas, 1772, Miſs Gent, twelve years of age, 
daughter of Mr. Gent, clerk of the timber-yard, St. Martin's-

Miſs Gillam, aged eighteen, daughter of Mr. Gillam, at his 
majeſty's coffee roaſting-ottice, in Lancaſter-Court, near St. 
Martin's-Church, was, in December, 1772, ſeized with a very 
dangerous putrid fore throat, attended with a large ſwelling 
under both ears, and ſtiffneſs of the neck, By taking a doſe 
of the Powder, it operated fo effectually as to relieve her in a 
tew hours, and the next day her throat was quite well.

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CASE XII. Putrid or Goal Fever, and Bloody Flux. 


A girl of ſix years of age, the daughter of Mrs. Morton, a 
poor woman, at No. 10, in little Windmill-Street, St, James's, 
July gth, 1772, was brought in her mother's arms to my a- 
gent's houſe, after having lain three weeks in the very worſt 
kind of putrid fever. She was entirely deprived of her {trength 
and ſenſes, had the petechiæ or ſpots all over her, the largeſt 
perhaps ever ſeen, and of the moſt dark and livid colour. Her 
lips and gums were black, parched, and dry, and at times ſhe 
diſcharged quantities of blood by ſtool. She voided a large 
worm, and the fmell of her body was intolerably offenſive. 
In this condition, one third of a paper of the Powder was got

dryneſs of the tongue, head-ach, coſtiveneſs, her eyes very 
weak, and the ſight much affected. Soon after the firſt doſe, 
which ſhe took in April, 1772, ſhe was relieved from her 
fever, with all her bad ſymptoms, and to uſe her own words,

Pain and Contraction of the Hand, Scurvy in the Gums, and 
decayed Teeth. t 


A gentleman of the faculty *, about thirty years ago, was 
ſeized with an intermitting complaint on one {ide of his head, 
which was by a long and frequent uſe of the bark, valerian, 
&c. at laſt removed; but from that time he was very ſubject 
to catch cold, and much afflicted with a dizzineſs in the head, 
and a numbneſs on one ſide thereof, a ſwelling of the glands

Mrs, Pearce, wife of Mr. Pearce, at the Robin Hood, in 
Charles-Street, St. James's-Square, was for many years in an 
ill ſtate of health, being often afflicted with a pleuriſy, an 
aſthmatic cough, dropfical ſwellings ; and in particular, when 
the firſt began with the Powder, which was in September, 
1771, ſhe had for upwards of a year been afflicted with a mot 
violent ſharp humour, that broke out in both legs, from the 
knees to the ancles and feet, attended with great itching and 
ſwelling.

other diſorders, He had a bad cough, and a fixed tormenting 
rn in his ſule.

Mrs. Cox, in Rider-Street, St. James's, was, to appearance, 
at the point of death, in a violent aſthmatic fit of the humoral 
kind, attended with a purulent diſcharge from the lungs, and 
a ſpaſmodic contraction of the hands and feet, that entirely 
deprived her of the uſe of them. She was bolſtered up in 
bed, labouring for breath, and ſcarce able to expectorate the 
viſcid tough phlegm, that ſo heavily oppreſled her. In this 
condition on the 17th of May, 1772, a doſe of the Powder, 
was with much difficulty got down in about half a ſpoonful 
of water, being firſt mixed in a little honey.

Fever, 


On the 16th of June, 1772, my agent was called to Mrs, 
Grant, of Down-Street, Piccadilly, who had for ſome days 
been dangerouſly ill of a very bad bilious fever, and attended 
by an apothecary.

A few 
months before he came to me, he had the mistortune to wound 
one of his fingers with a ruſty nail, and, as he informed me, a 
furgeon took out ſeveral pieces of foul bone.

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CASE CXVIII. Gnſeguence of drinking cold Water whilſt 
in a Sweat to a Perſon whu had the Leproſy upon him, 


Edward Welt, a labouring man, at Brompton, near Crom- 
wells gardens, ſubject to the leproſy about eight years ago, 
after a fever brought on by drinking cold water while in a 
ſweat, had a tumour ſettled in his right leg, that ſoon became 
of an enormous ſize, He was admitted a patient in St. Tho- 
mas's-Hoſpital, and was under the care of the late Mr, Cowell, 
whence, after ſtaying five months, he was diſmiſled as incur. 
able, The tumour becoming worſe, he was taken into St, 
George's-Hoſpital, and fell under the late Mr. Gataker's care, 
but was diſcharged from thence alſo as incurable. His leg 
growing exceedingly bad, on further application he was again 
admitted, and put under the care of Mr. Bromfeild. The 
ſurgeons held a conſultation on his caſe three different times, 
and propoſed, as the bones were carious, to amputate the 
limb, at the extremity of the thigh ; the poor man hearing it, 
faid that the operation might prove fatal to him, would not 
conſent to have it performed, and left the hoſpital. From 
that time he grew 1o bad, as to be utterly incapable of work- 
ing for his bread, When he applied to my agent, which was 
in September, 1772, the circumierence at,the knee, meaſured 
ewenty-one inches and a half. One of the ulcers in his leg 
was five inches long. He went between two crutches, with 
his foot, by the contraction of the knee, hanging at ſome 
diſtance from the ground.

CASE CXXIl. Mortification,

A perſon, who for many years kept the Church-Coffee- 
Houſe, in Piccadilly, and had formerly been a free liver, 
whereby he injured his conſtitution, went afterwards into the 
coal trade, In the courſe of his buſineſs, being often on the 
water, he got repeated colds, which brought on an inflamma- 
tory rheumatiſm ; notwithſtanding which, as long as he was 
able, he continued about his buſineſs. When firſt called to him ;

penis adjoining the belly, and alto from beneath the ſcrotum, 
The ſores in general had a good appearance, and he ſeemingly 
continued to mend, till the 13th of September, which was 
nineteen days after the third dote, when he grew exceedingly 
bad, but there was no thruſh, or external ſigns of mortifica- 
tion. This circumſtance, together with the favourable ap- 
pearance of the ulcerations, encouraged him to give him a 
tourth doſe, but all endeavours to ſave him were fruitleſs, as 
a further collection of matter diſcharged itſelf by the mouth, 
and he ſoon died.
